Admission 

Candidates sceking admission to the Two Year Pre -degree course should 
apply in the prescribed form with a copy of the S. S. L. C. book from cover 
to cover duly attested by a Gazetted Officer . Attested copies of testimonials 
regarding proficiency in Sports and Games and N. C. C. Training if any 
should accompany the application . The application with all relevant docu 
ments should reach the college office within ten days of the publication of 
the S. S. L. C. results . 
N.B .-- Original certificates should not be sent along with the applica 

tion . 
Eligibility 

1. The candidates should have passed the S. S. L. C. or equivalent 
examination with eligibility for admission to a course of study under the 
University . 

2. The minimum age prescribed in the Ordinances for admission of 
students to the P.D.C. is 14 years on 1st of October of the year of admission , 

( a ) Candidates who completed 13 years and 6 months on the 1st of 
July of the year of admission (ie . those who were born on or before 1-1-1956 ) 
will be granted exemption and considered eligible for admission to the Pre 
degree course during 1969-70 . 
(b ) In the 

of those who have obtained not less than 50 % marks 
at the Š. S. L. G. or equivalent examination might be given a further con 
cession of six months in their age. Such students should attain 13 years on 
1-7-1969 (ie . those who were born on or before 1-7-1956 ) for being eligible 
for exemption during 1969-70 . 

3. Those who have taken more than two chances to complete the 
S.S. L. G. examination will not be considered for admission to the science 
groups. This however shall not apply to scheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes ) .

The purpose for which the 
money is sent must be clearly indicated in the money order coupon as 
otherwise the M. O , will not be accepted .
